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THE TARIFF BILL. — 


MR. MORRISON OPPOSED TO FUR- 
THER DISCUSSION. 


Tie Thinks That There is No Use in Going Over 
the Same Old Story—Semator Vest Seriously 
Ili—Letters From OGavaeunah in Favor 
of Continued Sfiver Coinage. 


WasnItNGTON, February 19.— [Special.!| — 
Representative Morrison said this evening 
that he did not think it was the intention of 
the wayvsard means committee to listen to 
oral arguments on the tarilf bill. 

“I cannot speak positively for the other 
members,” said he, “but my own opinion is 
that we have heard al! that is necessary in the 
matter. and that it is no use to delay action by 
hearing delegations who will only repeat the 
old arguments over again. They made their 
statements before the tariff commission, and 
made them again before the committee two 
years ago: and as there has been no change in 
the tariff since that time, I don’t see why, with 
the conditions exactly the same, they should 
he yone ovel to us again. 
There are some special interests 
of course, wifose trades have grown up or 
changed materially since the last hearing, and 
they, of course, should have the opportunity to 
explain how the bill affects them. As to any 
general discussion, however, | don’t think it 
will be done.” 

The refusal of the committee not to allow 
hearivgs on the bill will be a severe disap- 
pomtment to the iron, steel and glass manu- 
facturers of Pennsylvania, who had made com- 
plete preparations to send down strong delega- 
tions to represent the loss which would ensue 
if the bill should pass. Delegations from 
Pittsburg, comprising manufacturers of pig, 
har, plate and sheet iron, nails and tin plates 
wire rods and wire and the various kinds of 
stee!, have been writing to the republican 
members of the committee to secure Sdates for 
a hearing. Their letters show as much interest 
in the billas was manifested two years ago. 
The republicans arelikely to make this effort 
in their favor, but the committee will proba 
bly be cuided by Mr. Morrison’s wishes in the 
biaiter, 

LETTERS FROM SAVANNAH. 

Letters received from Savannah by members 
of the Georgia delegation show that the peti- 
tioners for the discontinuance of the coinage of 
the silver dollar, whose memorial Senator 
Brown presented, did not represent the opin- 
ions of the majority of the people of Savannah.

THE BLAIR BILL

WasittncTon, February 1''.—In the 
Mr. Marderson offered a resolution directing 
the stc:ctary of state and war to inquire and 
report to the senate the facts surrounding the

In offering the resolution, Mr. Man- 
dereon said it was due to the United States, 
not les than to the relatives of the deceased, 
that inquiry should be made as to the killing 
of Captain Crawford. Mr. Manderson read 
the cthcial report of |deuntenant Maus, U. S. 
A., on the subject, and maintained that if the 
facts were therein correctly set ferth, they 
constituted a very severe reflection on the 
Mexican troops. 

The resolution, with Mr. Manderson’s assent. 
was referred to the committee on foreign rela- 
tieus. 

Among the bills introduced and appropriately 
referred was one by Mr. Edmunds relative to 
the eight-hour law. He said the bill related to 
the letter carriers’ hours of labor. Those 
hours seemed to be really in excess of what 
human nature could endure. 

On motion of Mr. Eustis, the resolution of 
inguiry herctofore oflered by him, relating to 
the New QOyleans sub treasury and its treat- 
ment of the silver dollar, was taken from the 
calendar. Mr. Tellerssamendment was agreed 
to, extending theinqguiry intothe causes of 
defalcation alleged to have occurred in the 
New @rieans sub treasury, in connection with 
the handling of the silver dollars.

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

The ecucation bill was placed before the sen- 
ate and Mr, Evarts took the floor in its advo- 
cacy. Aiter payinga glowing tribute to the 
philanthropy and foresight of Peabody, in es- 
tablisiiing the well known ‘“‘educational fund” 
for the south, Mr. Evyarts said that in his con- 
nection with the administration of that 
fund, he saw most encouraging 
manifestations of hunger and thirst,for knowl- 
edge on thepart of the ignorant c!asses in the 
south, and praiseworthy zea! on the part of the 
intelligent classes of the south that education 
should become general. Mr. I:varts had no 
misgivings as te the faithful application of the 
fund provided for by the bill under considera- 
tied. Hethought the objections made to the 
measure cn constitutional grounds were based 
ou a parrow interpretation of the constitution. 

Mr, l:veris quoted the clause of the consti- 
iution setting forth that congress should have 
power to levy and impose taxes, to pay debts, 
and “provide for the common defense and gen- 
eral weifare.” This he construed to be ‘‘a 
trust power” in legal interpretation, and the 
trust covered as well “general welfare’ as 
““comincn Gefense;’ He inquired how the 
United States could escape the execution of 
the trustas.to “general welfare’ any more 
than they could escape the execution of the 
trust as to the “common defense.” That 
“trust power” was unlimited except as to the 
subjects to be resorted to for revenue. The 
amounts raised from thosesubjects were raised 
only for cue purpose, namely, to be exercised 
in a jarge scale of governmental application to 
this trust power. That trust power was to 
“pay debts and provide for the common de- 
fense and general welfare of the United State; "’ 
Mr. hyvarts saw no distinction as to the tarms 
of this trust between the money raised by tax- 
ution and money raised by the sale of public 
land, Whatwas the power of taxation given 
to copgress for, he asked, if not that its results 
Should be used for the common defense and 
general welfare. Education was surely 
something that must be cared for 
im connection with the “common defense” 
and general welfare. Was the necessity for 


sie - the building of a fort in Boston harbor, or at 
ae New York narrows, or was the necessity for the 


building of jetties at the mouth of the Missis- 
more of necessity, more national, more 

_ @niversal than the necessity to provide for the 
“situation produced by the greatest transaction 
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that bas happened in civilization and changed 
the condition of the people of this country?” 
Mr. Morgan said he would be one of many 
millions of the American people to regret that 
one of the greatest of American lawyers should 
thus have declared himself in favor of the ab- 
solutism of cougres. The dis- 
tinguished senator from New York 
(Evarts,) had here declared that after 
all there was really no restraint in the consti- 


tution upon the power of taxation by congrers., 


That honorable senator had with a very «ine 
hand chiselled away uponthe rights of con- 
gress and the people until he had merged them 
into one. beautiful, symetrical nonentity. That 
honorable artist had now broken duwn all 
distinction in constitutional law, and cougress 
could, by its supreme will, declare all measures 
that it is pleased to pass to be for the general 
welfare. Mr. Morgan sawa great distinction 
between the application of moneys raised by 
taxation and moneys raised from public lands. 

Mr. Ingalls said: “‘Admitting that the con- 
stitution contained the dormant and sleeping 
power claimed for it by the advocates of this 
bill, the practical question was why should 
that power be evoked’ Why should we turn 
over the common schools system of the country 
to the custody of the general government” 
The south was unjust to itself. One of the 
most distressing symptoms about the south 
was its want of self-reliance—its disposition to 
call on the general government for assistance. 
Nothing made men or nations so strong as the 
exercise of their own faculties. The south had 
not been impoverished by the war. The owner- 
ship of four millions of men had simply 
been transferred from their masters to 
themselves. A free man, however, was better 
than a slave, and the south was, therefore, not 
poorer but richer for the change. Mr. Ingalls 
read an article from a southern paper, showing 
that since 1879 the assessed value of southern 
property bad increased by $900,000,000, and 
that about $500,000,000 worth of railroads had 
been built, and that in every other direction 
material progress there was making rapid 
strides. ‘‘Men of the south,’ said he, “is that 
atrue story? Is there any senator from the 
south who will rise in his place and say that 
the condition of the south is not immeasurably 
hetter than it was before the war?” 

Mr. Riddleberger replied that he, for one, 
would say that the south was not in as good a 
condition as before the war, though he did not 
regret the result of the war. 

Mr. Ingalls saw no occasion for despondency 
as to the condition of the colored men. Noth- 
ing in history could compare to the advance 
they bad made. If the object of the bill, how- 
ever, was to promote the education of the 
illiterate class between the ages of six and 
twenty-one, and if the bill were so amended, 
no senator would vote with a wider liberality 
than he to accomplish that result. 

Mr. Hoar said that it was he who drafted the 
first of these education bills, ten or fifteen 
years ago, and the proposition had 
never come from the people of the 
south, It was 2 northern idea and 
was suggested by northern sentiment. But 
three southern democratic votes had been given 
to the first bill introduced by him in congress 
in JS72 or thereabouts. He had listened with 
admiration to theelojuent remarks of the 
senator from Kansas (Ingalls), butthat senator 
erred mm supposing thisto be a question of 
north aud south. The present bill proceeded 
upon the ground that-in a republic in which 
every citizen hasan equal sharein the 
crnment, in which the vote of the plantation 
negro equalled the vote of the merchant prince, 
education was indispensable to the 
tinned existence of liberty. It was because 
the socicty of the south was our society, 
the interest of the south Our iuterest: it was 
because. in the sublime trial which ended in 
1-65, it was determined that hereafter and 
forever this was to be national, and not an ag- 
gregation of warring and conflicting commu- 
nities, held together by a feeble band: that we 
had the right to demand that the national re- 
sources should be poured out to their fullest 
extent to secure to every American citizen the 
intelligence that was necessary in each, forthe 
common benetitof all. Mr. Hoar cited figures 
to show that under Ingalls’ theory, Mississippi 
would get fifteen times as much money from 
the hill as would Massachusetts, while by the 
bill as it stood it would get only four times as 
much,

Mr. Hoar—-Sometimes people lie under mis- 
apprehension from not having read figures be- 
iore making speeches. [Renewed laughter. 
Mr. Hoar agreed that the future of the colored 
race was a bright one; but without regard to 
where the blame rested forthe ignorance of 
the colored people he (Hoar) belived that if 
the general government did not assist in the 
work of their education, that the work would 
be postponed to the remote future. The white 
democrats of the south had seuse enough to 
answer for the suppression of an honest vote, 
which was one of the worst of crimes, but 
whatever may have been the faults of 
those people, Mr. Hoar said, they could not be 
justly counted with seeking by “false pre- 
tenses to get money from the treasury under 
this bill, or with having uttered in the ear of 
the nation any pusillanimous cry for help. 
This was a northern idea, and was based on 
the principle that the eye cannot say to the 
hand: “I have no need of thee.”’ 

Mr. Harris agreed with. Messrs. Morgan, 
Coke and Maxey. that congress had no power 
under the constitution to levy taxes and ap- 
propriate money so collected to the purely 
state purpose of maintaining common schools, 

gut «soif = «6the)§« question were free. from 
this constitutional objection he (Harris 
would still oppose it for the reason 
that the money to be appropriated for this pur- 
pose, Whether taken from the treasury of the 
several states, or from the federal treasury, 
was drawn by taxation from the pockets of the 
people of the several states and territories. As 
the people had to pay these $77,600,000, it be- 
ecume a matter of interest to them to ascertain 
the method by which it could be paid with the 
lcast inconvenience and injury. If collected 
under the direct tax system of the states, every 
collar from the earnings of the people would 
£0 into the treasury, and e:ch citizen would 
have contributed in proportion to his wealth 
and his ability to pay. Not so, 
however, under the federal system 
of taxation, apout two-thirds of our revenue 
being collected under the federal tariff laws. 
so that the people were compelled to pay large 
amounts in the way of beunties to protected 
manufacturers, and the poorest man was com- 
pelled to pay as much as the wealthiest. On 
the score, therefore, of economy, as well as of 
right, Mr. Harris would leave the matter of 
common schoo] education to the states, where 
it legitimately and exclusively belonged. He 
would never consent to see the strong hand of 
federal power exerted in the state for the pur- 
pose of controlling or interfering with its 
demestic affairs.

THE SILVER DEBATE. 


The Drift of the Fitz John Vorter Case—The 
Testimony to be Printed. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—In the house, 
Mr. Keiley, of Pennsylvania. renewed his re- 
quest te have printed in the Record the review 
of the testimony in the l’itz John Porter case, 
prepared by Judge Advocate Holt. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, whohad previously 
objected, said that asthe battle was over he 
was in favor of general ammesty, aud would 
make no objection. The request was granted. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, asked leave to 
have printed a review of Judge Advocate

TALKING ABOUT SILVER. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole on the private calendar. On the first 
bill on the calendar Mr. Scott, of VPennaylvya- 
nia, offered a verbal amendment, and pro- 
ceeded to delivera speech onthe silver ques- 
tion. He prefaced hisspeech by expressing 
his regret that gentlemen representing 
his own political fact had seen 
proper to anticipate their party opponents in 
their criticisms of the first democratic presi- 
dent and secretary of the treasury who had oc- 
cupied these positions in the past twenty-five 
years. For reasons which he elaborated at 
considerable length, he favored bi metallism 
as the best policy far us to adhere to at this 
time, and neither gold nor silver mono-metal- 
lism provides further coinage of standard sil- 
ver dollars could be regulated by the require- 
ments of trade and the expressed will of the 
people, and not through the operations of an 
urbitrary law. 

Mr. Geddes, of Ohio, protested against a pri- 
vate bill being consumed in the discussion of 
the silver question. He opposed the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Scott as 
the text fo. his ® speech. that 
the claim under consideration should be paid 
in silver, contending that it was not consistent 
for the gold men to say that the bonds should 
be paid in gold and the poor man’s claim in 
silver. Mr. Geddes then proceeded to speak 
upon the opposite side of the silver question 
from Mr. Scott, notwithstanding the efforts of 
several members te confine the discussion to 
the bill before the house, When Mr. Ceddes 
had concluded, the committee rose, and the 
house passed a dozen private bills,

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THE VIRGINIA COUPONS 


An Opinion Which Places the State in a 


Bad 

RICHMOND, Va., February 19.--Mr. MeCor- 
mick introduced in the senate today a joint 
resolution to carry out the recommendations 
made by Governor Lee in his message yester- 
day for the appointment of a commission of 
three to confer with the bondholders of the 
state. 

The assistant treasurer for the city of Rich- 
mond applied to State Attorney General Ayers 
for his opinion as to what the United States 
supreme court decisions left the state able to 
do, and that officer rendered his opinion a week 
ago, but all efforts to procure a copy of it for 
publication were unsuccossful. The Reformer, a 
weekly paper of thts city, has succeeded in get- 
ting the opinion, and will publish it in full to- 
morrow. ‘The substance of the opinion is 
that when a person tendering takes the 
risk of the coupon being genuine. If the offi- 
cer refusesthe tender and levies for tax, he 
then takes the risk of the coupon being spu- 
rious. If, in a suit thereafter brought against 
the officer for unlawful levy, it should be 
proved that the coupon tendered was spurious, 
the plaintiff would fail in his suit, but if in 
that snit it should be proved that 
the coupon was genuine, the oflicer would have 
been a naked trespasser in luvying. and liable 
for damages. This construction of the law 
seems to make it impossible forthestate to col- 
lect her revenue intil she first provides for the 
coupons,

bill now pending in congress to suppress 
polygamy. as discriminating unjustly against 
Gentile and ponpolygamous Mormon women 
for crimes neyer committed by them.

PITT=BURG, Pa., February 1').—More 
were idie today than at any time since 
beginning ofthe coke-workers strike. Only 
two small works were in operation. and those 
were not running full. Notices will be posted 
up by many operatives on their tenantsin a 
few days, making a final demand upon their 
tenants to vacate their property on March 
first. This morning about one o'clock, four 
hundred Hungarians, armed with 
rifles, revolvers, hatchets and clubs 
marched with military precision 
through Mount Pleasant to the Standard 
works. It had been reported that work was 
to begin today, and the parade was for the 
purpose of preventing resumption. No at- 
tempt, however, was made to start the works. 
The magnitude of the strike is greater than 
many peopl imagine, The amount 
of capital invested in the coke 
business from Pleasant Unity to Fair Chance. 
would reach $18,000)000, This great sum does 
not include speculative investments in 
land, but is the aggregate of the cost 
the different plants of the region. Not only 
i interest being made on this 
total, but on the other hand, 
more capital is being expended in keep- 
ipbg the property intact from external 
danger from strikers and internal danger from 
flooding. The monthly interest is almost 
£100,000, while it is possible to compute the ex- 
pense account without access to the books. 
The railroads are losing freightage to the ex- 
tent of 800 carloads daily, while 2.000 cars on 
the side] tracks are bringing no 
revenue whatever. On the other 
side, about 6,500 laborers, engaged in operating 
the works, are losing $9,000 daily in unearned 
wages, making for thirty-three working davs 
they have been idle a gross loss of 32!)7,000. 
The consequential damages to outside employ- 
ment aflected by the strike cannot be compn- 
ted. Should the strike continue much longer, 
it will take years for both capital and labor to 
recover the ground lost on both sides during 
this unfortunate disxereement.

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SHOCKING DEATH O} 


of Professor Waldo's Wife and 

Her Death. 

New HAVEN, Conn., February 1%.—-The 
wife of Vrofessor Lemard Waldo, of Yale ob 
cervatory, while laboring under a fit of tem- 
porary insanity today, escaped from her nurse 
and left her home on Prospect street. for a 
lovg time Mrs. Waldo had suffered from vari- 
ous troubles, and last night she passed without 
sleep“ until i oclock this morning. 
She was first missed about o'clock. 
A hasty search revealed the _ fact that 
the lady had scantily attired herself in a 
wrapper. and with nothing but slippers on her 
fect bad left the house. Professor Waldo was 
informed, and with his servants searched the 
observatory grounds. By three oclock thi- 
afternoon nearly six hundred students and it 
least two hundred citizens wrre searching in 
all directions for Mrs. Waldo. 

About four o'clock one of the searching pir- 
ties found her at Pine Rock, a few miles from 
Waldo’s residence. Asthe party approached 
Mrs. Waldo wastrving to ascend the face of 
the rock, which is nearly perpendicular, and 
they called to her to hold on until they could 
come to her assistance.

Later Details of the: Reams’ Murder—Other 
Notes, 

CotumsBus, Ga,, February 19.—[Special.]— 
George B. Davis, who murdered William Mc- 
Clellan, better known as Archie Reams, in 
Russell county, Ala., on Wednesday, was ar- 
rested last night while in bed at the house of a 
neighbor. He had a prelimiaary trial before 
Judge Tucker in Girard, this afternoon, and 
was committed to jail without bail. The tes- 
timony given at the preliminary was the same 
as the facts already published in THe Consti- 
TUTION, exceptt that Davisin his statement 
said that he killed Reams because the latter 
told him on Saturday night, that unless he 
ceased bis attentions to his sister one of them 
would have to die. He said he loved Reams’ 
sister, but there bad never been any improper 
relations between them. Young Reams believed 
to the contrary, and Davis says he killed him 
to avoid any trouble. He claims to believe 
that Reams intended to kill him, and asserts 
that he acted in self-defense. Davis is only 
24 years of age, and says he was born at Rough 
and Ready, near Atlanta, and that his mother 
lives near Milledgeville. He is a coarse, ignor- 
ant looking fellow, but hasn’t sucha bad coun- 

tenance. He talks freely about his horrible 
| crime, and says he regrets nothing but the 
trouble it will give his mother. Davis married 
a woman old enough for his mother abouta 
year ago, and lived with her only six weeks. 
Sheriff Bellamy carried him to jail at Seale to- 
night. Before leaving he brought him over to 
this city, and Chief Palmer had him photo- 
graphed.

Four Neglected Graves—Colson’s Chase+Old 
Peter Carnes. 

From the Hartwell, Ga., Sun. 

Last Sabbath was a lovely day, and after 
Sunday-school, there being no preaching in 
either of the churches, in company with Hon. 
F. B. Hodges, Professor Parker, and Mr. W. R. 
Stephenson, we took a stroll over to tlio trestle 
amile and aquarter from town. Mr. Hodges 
pointed to a bill on the left of the trestle and 
remarked: “Onthat hill used to stand the 
house of Elias Sanders, the father of Tom, Cal- 
vin, Prep, etc. The old line of Elbert and 
Franklin ran right through his kitchen. It 
was also the line of Wilkes and Franklin 
counties before Elbert was cutoff, and when 
Elias Sanders died at an advanced age, his 
body was buried under the §kitcher— 
suppose we go over there and see if we can find 
the grave.” We agreed, and found four graves 
with 1ude stone headstones with no marks and 
the dismantled chimney of the kitchen. The 
Sanders family is remarkable for longevity. 
Tom (Kit) is now nearly ninety-seven, and 
his father, Elias, was near the same age when 
his spirit bade the hills adieu and mounted 
upward. Rev. Calvin Sanders, recently de- 
ceased. was over eighty when he died. Mr. 
Hodges related the following incident concern- 
ing him: A dispute as to certain boundary 
lines was being triedin court, Judge Pottle 
presiding. Calvin Sanders was on the wit- 
ness stand, and the question was asked 
how long the land lying 
just below the trestle had been in cultivation. 
“Sixty-eight years this spring,” answered the 
witness, a stalwart looking man with hair as 
black as a raven’s wing and never a streak of 
gray. “What did you say?’ asked the judga, 
doubting if he heard aright. “Sixty-eight 
years,” came the answer promptly. “How do 
you know this land was in cultivation for six- 
ty-eight years?’ “Because sixty-ei.‘it vears 
ago this spring I helped my father © ‘say it.” 
‘How old are you, Mr. S:uders?’ od the 
astonished iudge. “I am ‘3 years The 
judge said he had no idea he was ..vre than 
forty-five.

remarked: “Way back inthe past these hills 
were the scene Ofa funny incident.

Tom 
Teasley, colored, who keeps a restaurant, says 
one Will Patterson, alias “Baby Elephant,’ 
a strapping negro fellow, had been using his 
optics indecently upon his wifesand he 
started out with a long whip Monday 
morning toavenge the insult by chasing the 
nsuiter. He observed Patterson and Patter- 
sod observed him, and the pursued attempted 
to elude the pursuer, but no go. Teasley over- 
took Patterson on the street in rear of Mc- 
Clatchy’s store. He plied the whip with both 
hands, and the lash cut stingingly into the 
flesh every blow. About fifty lashes were 
given bim, and Teasley only desisted when 
Patterson promised not to be guilty of the in- 
discretion again. 

The case of Frank Williams came to a cose 
in Pulaski superior court last Saturday at mid- 
night. It took an entire week to try the case. 
A jury was secured by noon on Wednesday, 
and the examination of witnesses and argu- 
ment in the case occupied the balance of the 
week, At. midnight on Saturday the jury 
brought in a verdict of not guilty. Williams 
was at once discharged from custody. A war- 
rant had been sworn out to hold him asa wit- 
ness against Trammell, and the warrant wa3 
in the hands of an _ 0Oflicer, but by 
some means Williams managed to 
escape from the room and imme- 
diately _ fled. Williams was consid- 
ered the most important witnessagainst Tram- 
mell, as it was the confession of Williams that 
led to the arrest of himself and John Tram- 
mell as the murderers of old man William 
Johnson last June. One Monday morning the 
case of Trammell was called and a motion 
made to continue the case and allow the pris- 
oner to give bond. Judge Kibbee allowed the 
motion, and fixed the bond at 35,000. The bond 
was immediately made by Mr. W. L. Tram- 
mell, brother of the defendant, and by his 
uncles, Messrs. W. W. Harrell, of Dedge coun- 
ty, and Levi H., L. L. and John W. Harrell, of 
Pulaski. The prisoner was on Monday re- 
leased from jail. 

Augusta News: Near Swainsboro, in Eman- 
uel county, three years ago, there was much 
excitement over the death of Mrs. A. G. In- 
man, in which the husband of the unfortunate 
woman was arrested on suspicion of causing 
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her death, and, indeed, threats of lynching 
were indulged in. The husband was subse- 
quently tried for her murder, found guilty, 
and sentenced for a life term 
in the penitentiary. Heis now serving out 
his sentence at the brick yard of Bondu- 
rant & Jopling. A representative of the Even- 
ing News visited him upon his invitation, and 
obtained from him his version of the whole 
affair, as follows: “My name is A. G. Inman. 
of Emanuel county, Georgia, .m thirty years 
of age, was married and have four children. I 
am imprisoned for life, having been fonnd 
guilty in June, 1883, of killing my wife.

The 
circumstances of my wife’s death are these: I 
had seme business down in the woods where I 
was having rails cut. My wife accompanied 
me on horseback, as she wasan expert rider. 
In walking the horse through apath several 
pine burrs fell from atree, striking the animal 
on the back, which then made him give a sud- 
den start, throwing my wife from the saddle 
with her foot caught in the stirrup and her 
body havging. The horse dashed through the 
woods, and my wife struck a stump a severe 
blow, which loosened her from the stirrup, 
and she fell tothe ground. I ran to her, pick- 
ed her up and she spoke to me; she then be- 
came faint, when I placed my coat under her 
bead and ran for a doctor and other assistance. 
She died shortly afterward. An examination 
of her hurts showed her hand mangled, one 
arm burt, her right eye knocked out and a 
severe blow on the back of her head. rhese 
are the circumstances of her death.”’ 

The Evening News then asked Inman why 
be should be suspected of her death’ and 
Inman continued: 

“My wife had considerable property, proba- 
bly 310,000 worth, and also held a life in- 
surance policy on herself and I held one on my 
mother. Besides I had overa thousand dollars 
in cash in my trunk and notes against citizens.

They worked 
up such a prejudic. agairst me that I had no 
showing whatever bL. for: court which tried 
me, and even in my s ut | was so inter- 
fered with that I cov nuke it plainly’”’

‘“‘and have asked my lawyers to have it pre- 
sented, but they require money in advance to 
take my case, and as I have none now, | stil! 
remain at the mercy of these relatives, who 
have despoiled me of all my property, and have 
divided it out, I still have hope, and exnect to 
get the facts before the governor and be par- 
doned, and then I'll make them disgorge every 
cent.” 

The interview lasted nearly an hour, when 
Captain Starnes told the gentleman in stripes 
he had but ten minutes for dinner, and the 
conversation then ceased. We know nothiug

ernment, and which must eventually be 
wholly maintained by the states and terri- 
tories wherein they exist. It is further pro- 
vided that no greater part of the money ap- 
propriated shall be paid out to any state in 
any one year than the sum expended out of 
its Own resources or out of moneys raised 
under its authority in the preceding year for 
the maintenance of common schools; so that, 
while the apportionment of money appropri- 
ated is to be made among the states on the 
basis of illiteracy, the actual yearly «istri- 
bution to each, after the first year, is not to 
exceed the amount each state shall annually 
expend out of its Own resources, or out of 
moneys raised under its authority for the 


‘Support and maintenance of the common 


schools, - exclusive of the sum expended in 
the erection of school buildings. 

The allotment of the first year is to be 
made on the basis of illiteracy; but to secure 
the allotment of the second year on this 
basis « state must be prepared to show 
throngh its chief executive officer that the 
money of the previous year furnished by the 
government has been applied in accordance 
with the law, and that the state has ex- 
pended out of its own resources during the 
year, an equal or larger amount The gov- 
ernor of tlie state is required to tile with the 
secretary of war a certified statement of such 
facts, together with a report us to the genera! 
condition of the common school system of his 
state. Separate schools for white and col- 
ored children are permitted under the terms 
of the act; but the spirit of the act looks to 
the education on equal terms of the entire 
scholastic population. 

[t is estimated that with the aid afforded 
by the Blair bill the children of Georgia 
would enjoy about six or seven months 
schooling each year, instead of the meagre 
three months they now receive. But to se- 
cure this aid the school appropriation of the 
stute would have to be doubled. This would 
be a little onerous at tirst, but it would be 
avery poor piece of business to reject the 
terms of the Blair bill, because Georgia 
would, in that case, be taxed to educate illit- 
erates in other states with no returning ben- 
clit whatever. The people of the state should 
not hesitate to live up to the terms of the 
constitution, which expressly says ‘‘there 
shall be a thorough system of common 
schools for the education of all children of 
the state in the elementary branches of an 
English education.’’ These schools are, in 
the words of the constitution, to be support- 
ed by taxation, so that they shall be free to 
all the children of the state. The Blair bill 
is far less imperative in the matter of general 
public education than the provision in the 
constitution that the people of Georgia almost 
upanimously adopted.

The Spring Trade. 

‘I am confident,’’ says a Boston 
chant, ‘that business is gradually picking 
up.’’ Another Boston business man thinks 
the indications are ftayorable ‘for a_ large 
trade this spring. This is the prevailing 
opinion in New England, where wages have 
recently been generally advanced, where the 
mills are again busy. 

In the northwest business is not active he- 
cause the roadsfare impassable and the price 
of wheatis remarkably low. There is much 
interest taken in that quarter of the country 
in the next crops. In some districts the 
larmers are at work in the fields preparing 
the soil for seeding, and if winter slips away 
soon, as is anticipated, there will be large 
preparations for spring whet. 

The south, like the west, is also looking 
forward to the crop season. In spite of low 
prices, the planters are fully as forehanded 
as they have been at any time since the 
war, and nothing but favorable weather is 
needed to ensure large trops. The number 
of failures is rapidly lessening in the south ; 
and in a short time everybody in the coun- 
try will be in the fields, and everybody in 
town will be waiting to see what the outturn 
of the crops promises to be. 

Railroad construction will be revived 
throughout the south this year, and in 
nearly every southern state new lines will 
be built. The south bids fair to furnish 
one-balf of the construction of the country, 
and some ofthe papers estimate that ten 
thousand miles will be built this year in the 
country. The locomotive works are full of 
orders, und the price of steel rails is very 
well maintained. 

Our exports are falling off, however, and 
unless there isa change in our favor very 
soon, more gold will have to be sent to Ea- 
rope. Inthe seven months ending with 
January we shipped but $62,400,000 worth 
of breadstuffs, a falling off of $35,000,000; in 
the three months ending with January there 
was a decrease of over $8,000,000 in the val- 
ue of beef and pork products exported; in 
the nine months ending with Jantary 
there was a decrease of $4,000,000 in the 
value of dairy products exported: and in the 
single month of January the exportation of 
cotton was less by $5,000,000 than in Janu- 
ary 1885, while in breadstuffs the falling off 
in the same month was $8,470,000. This is 
the only serious drawback in the gencral 
trade situation: but a month’s time, or the 
:prospect of war in the Balkans, or a fall in 
prices on this side of the water, or an un- 
looked for deficiency in the European 
markets, may change the face of our for- 
eign trade, and then the entire situation 
would be promising, and a feeling of confi- 
dence would spread over the country.

Such 
a contest could have but one conclusion. 
The blustering generals, colonels and ma- 
jors would be driven to the wall. They 
would be forced to make an unconditional 
surrender. Their pens would be taken 
away from them and they would be released 
only on condition that they wrote no more 
letters. 

On what ground can General Sherman 
claim that the newspapers of the country are 
responsible for his remarkable letters? An- 
other series of these extraordinary docu- 
ments has appeared since he predicted war, 
and they show beyond question that the 
bluff general was just bluff enough to do a 
little toadying on his own account. He 
wrote to Halleck and told him that his place 
could not be supplied in the west, and then 
when Grant appeared on the scene he was 
an ardent Grant man, and so on through 
the list. Whatever man was abové him, 
Sherman believed that man to be the anoint- 
ed, and the result isa very «queer jumble. 
Indeed, by means of his ible pen, ‘Ceneral 
Sherman, with all his ability, has given 
himself a place by the side of the most re 
nowned heroes af comic opera.

This was all very pleasant, but one 
Tagg, who had fought Burleigh during the 
campaign, determined to spoil the fun, Bur- 
leigh had sued Tagy for slander, and the lat- 
ter had responded by bringing a similar 
action.

The Sheriffs of Texas. 

The sheriffs of Texas held their 
annual convention at Waco, this week. 

Irom the oflicial reports of the proceed- 
ings in the Galveston News it. is apparent 
that this body for intelligence, public spirit 
and business capacity will compare favora- 
bly with any convention that could be 
named. These tall Texans showed that 
thev were familiar with the laws of their 
state. They discussed the defects in their 
penal code, and suggested the proper reme- 
dies. 

One of the best things done by the con- 
vention was the organization of a relief asso- 
ciation for the purpose of assisting the fami- 
lies of officers who may be killed in the dis- 
charge of their duty, or who may die in des- 
titute circumstances. Thi3 action of the 
Texas sheriffs cannot be too highly com- 
mended. 

The character, intelligence and ability of 
the men who are charged with the duty of 
preserving the peace and executing the laws 
of the lone star state speak well for the pro- 
gress of that region. When a state has good 
sherifis the lawlessness of the frontier is 
compelled to retire before the advancing 
wave of law and order. 
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Boys who think it a fine thing to steal aride 
in a freight car will do well to consider the 
experience of a tramp named William Ruther- 
ford, who recently rode in a car laden with 
corn from Dayton, Ohio, to New York. Rath- 
erford went to sleep after entering the car, and 
when he woke up the door was locked.

He subsisted 
by chewing corn until the last day,"Swhen his 
mouth and gums became so swollen from thirst 
that he could not swallow. He suffered in- 
tensely from the cold; and had resigned him- 
self to death when the car reached New York 
and the door was opened. -

How Sleepy Lovers May Reclise Upon Each 
Other’s Shoulders Withont Suspicion, 20d 
Thus Appear Together at the Breakfast 
Table— Other Quaint Customs. 


LEWISTON, Pa., February 19,—{Special.]—A 
vreat region hereabouts in central Pennsylva- 
nia is the seurce of the most exaggerated and 
hurtful accounts because many of the young 
people maintain the ancient custom of bund- 
ling; or, rather because the practice is misun- 
derstood by those who do not know duything 
about it, and imagine it to be something ex- 
tremely vicious. Several clergymen, anxious to 
relieve their people of a stigma, have invited 
and facilitated an investigation of the facts, 
and the result is given herewith. The hotel 
keepers and railroad men say that there is sel- 
dom a day on which some stranger, usually 4 
commercial traveller, does not ask them in a 
mysterious whisper how or where or with 
whom they can bundle, as if addresses of the 
Dutch girls who perpetuate this practice were 
sent to the hotels or depots or printed in direc- 
tories for the sake of the public convenience. 

Bundling in one encyclopedia is described as 
a vicious custom that formerly attained in 
Kdinburgh, but among the Pennsylvania 
Duten nu isa vastly different thing, has been 
handed down from one generation to another 
in this region, and is thought by the people 
who practice it to be an old custom in the 
fatherland. But it isa curious practice, and 
one quite startling to a person who finds him- 
self suddenly made acqusinted with it. The 
art of bundling consists simply and solely of 
the girl reclining on a lounge with her com- 
panion beside her. All there is to know or to 
be told concerning it can be quickly told. 
(mly engaged couples are supposed to indulge 
in this singular practice, and they are sup. 
posed to resort to it when conversation fails, 
the hour has become late and a 
sire for sleep impels both to adjourn to the 
couch, It is said by the clergy here who wish 
to see it die out, that it must have had its ori- 
gin in some sparsely settled country infested 
with robbers, or wild beasts, through which it 
was not safe for the beaux to pass alone at the 
conclusion of evening visits to their sweethearts. 
However that may be, it is the theory that 
when two young farmer folks are engaged to 
marry, the young man may, if he chooses, re 
main all night in the presence of his inamorata 
and the fire—the only one in the house in 
most cases—to arise early and either seck 
his home or breakfast with the family. 
But the ractice has grown and 
altered so at this time not only the Dutch, but 
mony Americans and Protestants as well a3 
Duukards, pursue the custom, not universally, 
but so very generally that one needs only a 
Short acquaintance in almost any farm house 
in the country, away from the Pennsylvania 
railroad, to be able to command the experi- 
ence. But it appears thatit is no longer the 
custom to bundle instead of parting. ‘The 
fashion has been amended so that the bundling 
comes when conversation flags, and is in- 
dnigedin until one or the other falls asleep, 
when the wakeful one arouses the other, when 
the beau takes his leave and his “team” and is 
gone. 

The present agitation of the subject comes 
of a breach of promise case, in which one side 


secks to damage the reputation of the plaintiff 


because she bundled, while on her behalf it is 
held that the fact should involve no reflection 
on her character. Of course where gossip 
about such a practice is spread far and wide, 
the news is accompanied by assurance that the 
most frightful immorality attains. The phrase 
“of course” is used because i? is so and because 
it is only natural that it should be so, yet the 
writer has been unable to obtain any proof 
that great evil results from the custom. ‘The 
records of thisand neighboring counties do 
not prove it, the bearing of the girls who fol- 
low the custom, nor their reputation nor the 
manner in which the young 
men behave toward them do. not 
prove it. Fine, plump, rosy-cheeked girls they 
are, asarule, as one sees them here in the 
farm and market wagons, but far from forward 
or bold in their gaze or their bearing. With 
them the strange practice of bundling seems to 
entall no more of a loss of discretion or mod- 
esty than does the turning down of lamps in 
our own rural parlors elsewhere in the country 
with the girls who follow that odd fashion. 
There are exceptions, the young men admit, 
butasarulethe girls permit no misunder- 
standing of the fact that they follow the usage 
in bundling solely because it is the usage and 
because their mothers did it before them, but 
they grant no other libesties with it. The pa- 
rents scem to see no harm in it, and 
do not intrude upon the couples or, it is said, 
appear very much astonished if sleep overtakes 
the bundlers and the young man appears at 
breakfast though that is a rare occurrence and 
ir is said even now toindicatea depth of at- 
tachment warranting if not indicating an en- 
gagement for marriage. The stranger is thus 
brought face to face with the power of custom. 
For a girl in one of the other states or even in 
a Pennsylvania city or village to be known to 
have spent a night with her suitor in her par- 
lor or anywhere else would serve as an Indict- 
ment against her character which no amount 
of explanation could quasb, but in this 
prosperous, peaceful countryside the 
Pennsylvania Dutch girl goes on her way 
sacreligiously offending the proprieties of far 
Jezs woral communities, but innocent ot the 
offense ; pure in heart and free from suspicion 
among ber people. Such is the positive asser- 
tion of the clergy, whose position, as assumed 
in a recent conference, is as follows: They 
disapprove of bundling, and seek to put an 
end .o it, just as ministers elsewhere may 
move against dancing ; they are now fulminat- 
ing a joint manifesto against it, and expect to 
abolish it within a few years; but they earnest- 
ly desire that their action shal! not be miscon- 
strued as having been taken against a great 
social evil,

The annual report of the government directors 
of the Union Pacifit railway company, of which 
the Advertiser has published an abstract, has unnu- 
sual interest, from the circumstance that the rela- 
tions between the company and the government are 
the subject of pending legislation. In the senate 
the Hoar funding bill. has been reported from 
the judiciary committee, and will, no doubt, 
come up in its regular order in the course of the 
next fortnight; while in the other branch several 
bills have been referred to the committee on Pacific 
railways. It may be said also, without disparage- 
ment of preceding boards of government directors, 
that the present report is of much greater value 
than any hitherto submitted, for the reason that 
it treats what newspaper people would calla 
timely topic in a very fresh, interesting and silg- 
gestive Way. 

With the lapse ot time and the approaching ima 
turity of the government loan to the pioneer Paci 
fic roads, the necessity of reaching some satisfacto 
ry basis between the government and the roads as 
debtor and crediton, grows more and more press- 
ing. The subject has been urged upon the atten- 
tion ol congress at every session since 
the passage of the Thurman act, the futillity ol 
which was so apparent that every officer of the 
government connected with its enforcement re 
ccmmended some modification oft it 
“Within Six months after it became 
a law, but nothing has ever been 
The revenues of thecompany are diverted toa sink: 
ing fund, paying less than 3 per ceut, while the in 
terest on the original debt is climbing atthe rate of 
6 per cent, and by the terms of the charter is due 
only at the maturity of the loan. This is a state of 
things which would not be permitted to endure for 
a day between individual debtors and creditors. 
Yet congress putters over the matter session after 
session; the interior and treasury departments 
regularly call attention to the deplorable state 
of things and the necessity for ‘legislation 
to mend it, and nothing whatever is done. 
Undeniably the security of the government is 
suffering impairment at the same time that thein- 
terests of innocent stockholders are sacrificed or 
putin jeopardy. Meantime, there is too much rea 
ron for fear thatthe power to aitfect the marke 
price by threatening legislation, has an unwhoie 
some effect upon the minds of many legislators A 
speedy settlement should be mace upon the basis 
laid down by the government directors in this re- 
port, whichis simply that most natural to any bus- 
iness man endeavoring to effect a settlement witha 
creditor., - 

Conceining the policy of devoting surplus eara- 
ings to the building of branch lines, which has 
been sometimes criticized as an improper diversion 
oi revenues, the government directors are o1'- 
eee andemphatic. In their indorsement of it 
they go so far as tosay: ‘‘Without them, |thebraach 
lines} the main line would today be a bankrupt 
property.’’ Upon every consideration affecting the 
final seculity of the government for its loan as well 
as ihe present interests of the company, the view of 
President Adams concerning the wisdom of the 
branch line policy is sustained by the government 
directors. It is understood that the reportis the 
work of General E. P. Alexander, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the board, who is himself a practical rail- 
road map, having had large experience in the 
management of railroads in the south and west, 
and well known as a valued contributor to the lit- 
erature of the subject.
